Pontiac Fiberboard still under development

Stockman, president of Pontiac 
Fiberboard Limised, recemly presented 
a progress report on his proposed $135 
million wood products complex 
originally scheduled to begin 
production in July of next year. 

A group of local and regional 
business people and government 
representatives met with Stockman on 
Thursday, Feb. 8, at the the lrongate 
Restaurant in Grayling. Stockman 
reported on wood supply, markets, 


site, financing and environmental 


processes. He also asked the Crawford 
County Economic Development Fund 
for $25,000 to be used for the basis of 
& two-to-one grant that is available 
from the Michigan State Research 
Fund. The grant would be used for a 
study, in conjunction with Michigan 
Technological University, to 
determine how the specific gravity of 
the woods he is proposing to use in his 
Laminated Veneer Lumber (LVL) 
product. 

He said, “No one has ever made 
LVL from red pine and maple. There 
is no information anywhere on the 
suitability of red pine and maple for 


LVL.” 

He explained that the pilot 
manufacturing test in the study would 
be done in Finland and that the test 
tesults would remain under the 
ownership of the Crawford County 
Economic Development Fund. 

The Crawford County Economic 
Development Fund members are 
expected to discuss his request at their 
next scheduled mecting. 

Stockman said he has come to an 
agreement with the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources on a 
price to purchase a 640-acre parcel of 
land on the north side of Four Mile 


CEAAG contempt motion dismissed

Circuit CourtJudge Richard Pajeas 
has dismissed a motion filed by 
Citizens for Environmental 
Awareness and Accountability in 
Government (CEAAG), and by 
citizens Carl Partello, Norman 
Bancroft and Dean Welch, to show 
cause for contempt on the part of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, the Building 
Authority of Crawford County and 
the Crawford County Sheziff. 

The judge had been asked to rule 
on three charges of contempt, but 
was asked at a Jan. 2 hearing to delay 
action until CEAAG could hire an 


atlamey to represent their cause. 

Pajtas granted 30 days, but when 
RO atiomey appeared on behalf of 
CBAAG, on Feb. 2, he dismissed the 
motion. 

The comempt charges included: 

1) That Crawford County Sheriff 
David Lovely is in violation of a 
November, 1994, court ruling by 
holding the office of sheriff and also 
hold a position on the county building 
authority. At the time of that ruling, 
Lovely resigned his position on the 
anthority, but has since been named as 
Grant Administrator of money given 
to the authority to offset some of the 
costs of building the new Crawford 
County Correctional Facility. 


2) That the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners was in 
contempt of a court naling that the 
county must provide commission 
meeting minutes to the public at no 
cost when those minutes are not 
published in the local newspaper. 

3) That contaminated soils at the 
construction site of the Crawford 
County Correctional Facility were 
not cleaned up in accordance with 
guidelines from the Michigan 
Environmental Protection Act. 

Pajtas was appointed to the case 
by the Michigan State Court 
Administrative Office as a visiting 
judge from his home circuit in 
Charlevoix.

Stockman is planning a two phase 
project which will provide up to 310 
new jobs and a yearly injection of $45 
million into the local economy.

To get his project off the ground, 
Stockman had earlier asked for 
community participation for what he 
called, “sharing the risk.” He asked 
for a loan of $25,000 for a feasibility 
study of the proposed tract of land. 

Grayling Township accommodated 
his request, funding the study through 
Wilcox and Associates of Cadillac. 
Grayling Township retained 
ownership of the study in the event 
Stockman is unsuccessful in getting 
his project off the ground, The Wilcox 
study conclusion was that the site is 
positively suited for heavy industry 
such as Stockman’s proposal. 

Stockman said his main concem is, 
and has been, convincing the two

Attorney Peter Gustafson,

Gustafson, of the Grand Rapids 
law firm of Wamer, Norcross and Judd, 
announced on Friday, Feb. 9, that the 
two litigants have had, “meaningful 
setilement dialogue.” 

“Our overall objective has been to 
explore a basis to resolve disputes and 
conclude lawsuits on a mutually 
acceptable basis,” Gustafson said.

To the editor, 

Tam writing in regards to the Jan. 18 
and Feb, 1 articles on the Animal 
Control Shelter. As a former resident 
(class of 1957 and Mercy Hospital 
employee), I'd like to share some 
thoughts. 

Our beloved pet had died and we 
were looking for another. The 
September 1994, local paper carried a 
picture of a4-year-old female, spayed 
black lab-mixed who needed a home. 
Her wusted family had loved her for a 
while, for whatever reason, they 
couldn't keep her. The odds of a 4- 
year-old dog being placed is not very 
good. She looked so sad and I felt 
sorry for her. 

Our own Humane Society Shelter is 
full of lovely animals, Over 17 years 
ago, I helped a concerned community 
work hard to get.a building and staff to 
better help our abandoned pets. Many 
times it has had to almost close and 
needed more help. 

As we visited the Grayling shelter, I 
could sense the concemand frustration 
which Dixie Lobsinger and her “right 
hand gal” deal with. I could also see 
the hard work and compassion for the 
animals whose fate was in her hands. 
It’s a hard job. People leaving a pet for 
her to “find a home.” The reality of it 
all—most likely she can’t, she also 
can't feedand house them indefinitely, 
it’s too costly, so they have to be 


killed. 

Pets are like children, we have them 
because we want them. As with 
children, we are commmitted to care 
for them. Not to let someone else do it 
when they become an inconvenience. 

The adoption fee was $10, The going 
rate in many places is $50 to $80, 
which includes spaying/neuter, first 
shots, fecal worming. Most 
communities have vets that help them 
out 

There are a lot of responsible pet 
owners in your community. I would 
hope that they would take a good look 
at the situation. See where they can 
help. Shelters couldn't stay open if it 
were not for the volunteers. It is not 
possible for a couple dedicated people 
to do all the work. Everyone wants 
animals treated humanely, but it is a 
big job. 


I regret that I can’t be counted as a 
local supporter and volunteer. I 
encourage you, when looking for a 
pet, to see what nice animals your 
local shelter has. Also to see what you 
can do there. 

We are glad that we made the trip to 
Grayling. Our “Lady” is personality 
plus, well behaved and loveable. A 
good companion, which her creator 
intended she should be.

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until the owner came and took over. I 
took care of three more complaints 
before I returned to Grayling, went to 
Mercy Hospital, and got the bad news. 
lappeared at the next commissioners 
meeting on crutches and in a cast. My 
wonderful volunteers had come to the 
rescue and we knew the shelter would 
remain open, at keast part time. I told 
the commissioners that I believed two 
of my volunteers could keep up most 
of the work. They could pick up strays 
and leave warnings. The sheriff 
t would have to pick up any 
legal stuff. Patty Redinger wound up 
at the shelter the most and wound up 
doing most of the animal control. Both 
of them have done a good job. They 
have answered complaints and picked 
up animals using their own vehicks 
and charging the county for no gas.

Spec, Michael New, 22, was court 
martialed for refusing to accept his 
assignment to serve as part of a UN 
peace keeping force in Macedonia. 

Until the New question arose, most 
Americans probably were not aware 
that the United States had commited 
to military support in that former 
Yugoslav republic. 

The UN has been active there since 
1993, with US forces an important 
part of the project. 

According to printed reports, the 
US has provided about half the 1,100 
UN troops who have been in 
Macedonia to prevent the spread of 
fighting from neighboring Bosnia. 

In October, Spec New’s number 
came up and woops from his unit in 
Germany were sent 10 Macedonia.

Drug Credit forms have been mailed 


The Michigan Department of 


(MI 1040CR-9) were mailed to 
qualified Michigan residents on Feb. 
7. The forms were delsyed by two 
weeks duc to the federal budget impass, 
which has held up funding for the 
home heating credit. 

The amount available in Michigan 
for the Home Heating Credit Program 
for tax year 1995, will be 
approximately $42-$47 million. This 
money will be distributed to about 
400,000 qualified houscholds to help 
pay winter heating bills. The amount 
each household receives is based on 
income, number of exemptions and 
annual heating costs. 

The Senior Citizen Prescription 
Drug Credit is a state-funded program 
which reimburses qualified senior 
citizens a portion of their prescription 
drug expenses. About 35,000 
individuals are cligible for this credit.

Hunting and fishing are popular 
sports for many Grayling residents, 
and they are confident that would not 
change if license fees are increased. 

In a bill sponsored by Rep. Bill 
Bobier, R- Hesperia, license fees would 
change to a more uniform amount of 
$13. Thecurrentrate is anywhere from 
$9.85 to $15.85. 

Although $13 would decrease some 
fees, most fees would be increased. 

Fees also would be increased $1 in 
1998, and another $1 in the year 2000. 

“There was such a big variety of 
differences in license prices,” said Ed 
Hagan, Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) program services 
coordinator, ‘“The whole system grew 
up in a hodgepodge over time, and 
historically got all out of whack. 

Mostresidents and lawmakers agree 
the new fees will not hurt the number 
of tourists who come to the Grayling 
area to hunt and fish. 

“We always sell quite a few licenses 
every year,” said Skip Madsen, owner 
of Skip’s Sport Shop. “I think people 
will hunt and fish regardless.” 

This is just like the days when the 
gas prices went up,” said Jerry Mcyer, 
Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce director. “That did notkeep 
people from doing what they wanted 
to do and neither will the fce increase, 
People will still find ways to hunt and 
fish.” 

Because Grayling is near the banks 
of bouh the AuSable and Manistee 
rivers, the availability of fishing and 
numbers of people that come to the 
Grayling arca to fish is unlikely to be 
a problem. 

“This will be one fee increase ! 
think the public will be willing to 
accept,” Meyer said. 

While many residents agree the 
increase will not affect tourism, that 
docs not mean they agree with it. 


“The fees need to be justified,” 
Meyer said. “It is worth taking a look 
at, but I would like to sce the DNR use 
it for beautification and i improvement 
of the land they alcacy! have versus 
using it to acquire more.” 

One area lawmaker’s concerns about 
the new bill are more local than 
anything else. 

“I don’t think this bill will affect the 
number of people who come to 
Grayling to vacation,” said Rep. Allen 
Lowe, R-Grayling. “I am concerned 
about the people who are low-income 
and won't be able to afford the new 
rates,” 

Because the higher fees would 
provide an approximate 18- to 20- 
percent revenue increase in the 1996 
license year, many residents also are 
concerned about where revenues from 
the new rates would go. 

“I would have to say that a majority 
of hunters and fishermen would agree 
with the increase as long as they could 
be positive that the profits would go to 
things like habitat improvement and 
law enforcement,” said Rusty Gates, 
owner of Gates AuSable Lodge and 
Pro Shop. 

The DNR is puting 100 percent of 
the revenues from the increased fees 
into the Game and Fish Protection 
Fund, Hagan said. 

This fund was set up to handle all 
the revenue that comes in from licenses 
that are sold. The money in this fund 
gocs to the DNR and is used for law 
enforcement and habitat improvement 
among many other things. 

There has not been a fce increase of 
this kind in 10 years, and the DNR 
believes that with rising costs, it is 
only fair to raise fees, 

Because fecs have not been 
increased since 1986, and there has 
not becn an increase in population or 
the number of licenses sold, to compete 
with rising costs, fees must be 
increascd, Hagan said.

Sportsmen may pay more to hunt and fish 


The Michigan United Conservation 
Corps (MUCC) also agrees that the 
increase in fees is needed. 

“We did not support an increase of 
this kind last year, but the DNR has 
made a number of changes in their 
department,” said Dennis Knapp, 
MUCC wildlife biologist. 

The DNR has set up a Game and 
Fish Protection Fund Advisory 
Committee to monitor where revenue 
from fees are going. Public town 
meetings have also been set up in 
different districts so that citizens can 
voice their opinions regularly, Knapp 
said. 

“The new bill creates more equity 
between hunting and fishing license 
fees,” Knapp said. “Especially in the 
arca of junior and senior licenses.” 

The new bill revises the senior 
license structure. It provides discounts 
to seniors of 75 percent for two years, 
65 percent for the next two ycars, and 
a 50 percent discount thereafter. 
Seniors now receive free deer licenses. 

The junior license structure also 
would be revised. It provides free 
hunting licenses for 12- and 13-year- 
olds—thcy now pay up to $9.85. 

Junior hunters would be required to 
take a safety course before obtaining a 
license, 

Under the bill, 14- and 15-ycar-olds 
could purchase a restricted license ata 
discount much like the senior discount. 
Sixteen-year-olds would purchase a 
license at full price. 

There will be no difference in fees 
between resident and non-resident 
youths,

Lowe does not agree with having a 
junior license fee. 

“I believe that we need to let all kids 
fish for free,” Lowe said. “We need to 
get kids to start fishing when they are 
young.” 

The DNR does not see a lot of 
problems with the new bill, and finds 
the new fees completcly necessary 
and more practical. 

“We sce no negatives in this new 
bill,” Hagan said. ‘We are making 
many improvements in many different 
areas here.” 

Although the DNR finds nothing 
wrong with the bill, Lowe believes 
that it still could have a few problems.

DOODLES FROM THE TALL TIMBER 


By Wendell L. Hoover, Park Interpreter, North Higgins Lake State Park 


Dedicated to Howard Meadowcroft, 
retired park manager at Interlochen 
State Park, who developed a method 
to turn the outside dimensions of the 
hubs for a set of Big Wheels as well as 
a way to bore the tapered home inside 
the hub for the cast-iron hub cone 
without the use of a lathe. 

In the past, I have written about a 
variety of transportation modes 
including canoes, different styles of 
wheeled vehicles and those using 
runners. Over the years, I have been 
involved with the restoration of several 
styles of horse-drawn wheeled 
vehicles, and was taught how important 
careful wood joinery was to the 
continued life of the vehicle. One 
wheeled conveyance that seemed to 
defy all those concepts was the Red 
River Cart used by my Metis ancestors. 

One observer wrote of the 2- wheeled 
cart that “each cart waggles its own 
individual waggle, graceless and 
shaky.” This gracelessconveyance was 
designed for the wide variety of 
conditions it was sure to be subjected 
to, from bogs and prairie to rock-strewn 
hills or stumpy forest trails. Cart 
construction started with two 12-foot

squared poles about 3 by 4 inches. 
Half of their length was used as shafts 
for harnessing the ox, while the 
remaining 6 fect was used to support 
the crosspieces which were firmly 
mortised and pegged to the shafts. 
Upright rails were fitted into holes in 
the crosspieces and with side and end 
boards the cart’s body was complete. 

The 5-foot diameter wheels were 
the most unusual feature, since in order 
to provide stability for the cart, they 
were dished radically. They were 
dished so much, in fact, that it looked 
like the fellocs were going to part 
company with the spokes and hub. 
Any spoked wheel ] have had 
experience with had an iron rim 
expanded by heat, pounded down over 
the circumference of the felloes, and 
cooled rapidly with water to shrink it 
tightly and permanently into place. 
The rim oc tire on a Red River Can was 
made from several pieces of bent oak, 
3 to 5 inches wide, fitted loosely 
together, there was no iron rim. The 
spaces between the rim sections served 
as expansion joints to take up shock 
when the wheel struck an obstacie. 
The looseness of the construction saved 


many a wheel from shattering. 

The axle was made of oak or poplar, 
and in order to stand up to the stress, 
the cart was subjected to, it was 
carefully trimmed and adjusted to 
prevent friction. The axle was attached 
to the cart frame with heavy strips of 
wet rawhide, which when dry, shrunk 
to hold the axle in place. The trails the 
carts were used on were so rough that 
as many as five or six axles might be 
replaced on a single cart during one 
trip from Winnipeg, Manitoba, to St. 
Paul, Minnesota. When one broke, 
another was simply cut from a nearby 
tree. Broken pieces of a cart were 
repaired with strips of buffalo hide 
one-half inch to 1 inch wide, called 
shanganappi, or narrower strips of 
deerskin called babiche. Despite what 
appeared to be sloppy construction, a 
Red River Cart was not only sturdy, 
but it was versatile as well. Next week, 
we will take a verbal ride in a Red 
River Cart, so hang on.
